Where the earth is 
sandy or loose and is apt to permit 
the easy escape of gases a fast explo­ 
sive, such as 40 to GO per cent dyna­ 
mite should be used. The condition of

has been soaked 
to 
keep

about the outer edge of the veneer 
wrapper. 
T he w rapp er 
should 
be 
pushed down into the earth so that 
m ice cannot burrow' unde” it, or they 
m ay he shut out by heaping soil up 
around tile bottom of the case and 
tram ping it firm. 
Foiled screen wire 
may be used in m uch the sam e w'ay, 
but it is m ore expensive. 
The veneer 
w rappers do not usually cost m ore 
than half or three-quarters of a cent 
apiece, and can be secured from any 
orchard supply house. 
Bunches of long grass, 
or 
split 
corn stalks m ay give good protection 
against rabbits, but fail to keep mice 
from doing harm . 
N ew spapers 
or 
ta r paper w rapped around the tree 
trunk have been successfully used by 
m any orchardists. 
Paint and w ashes do not give good 
results as the rab b its som etim es seem 
lo attack tile w ashed trees more than 
the u n treated ones. 
Damage from mice should be avoid­ 
ed by the rem oval of all loose, trashy 
m aterial from the 
neighborhood

the base of the tree trunk 
If the 
; ground has been fall plow'ed, the un- 
t der furrow slice furnishes good nest- 
’ ing places for mice and the nearby 
. trees are likely to suffer, but if the 
ground n ear the tree is clean and

Dublin, Ireland, Nov. 30. 
Dublin is 


at present greatly exercised about the 
m orality of its theaters, music halls 
and moving picture shows. 
There is 
no censor in Ireland, and the only way 
of punishing im propriety on the stage 
is by a police court prosecution. 
No 
such prosecution has been instituted, 
and the only occasions when the po­ 
lice court discusses 
the 
m atter 
is 
when a member of the audience is 
prosecuted for disturbing 
the 
per­ 
formance by expressing disapproval. 
One such case has 
just 
occurred 
wfiere a man was brought before the 
m agistrate for protesting at the exhi­ 
b itio n er a film called ‘‘The New Mag­ 
dalen.” 
The evidence of some influ­ 
ential citizens was given as to its ob­ 
jectionable character, balanced by the 
evidence of other members of the au­ 
dience, including some ladies, that it 


was all right. 
The m agistrate thought 
it 
would 
require a Solomon to decide between 
ihe witnesses and determined to be 
his own witness. 
A special exhibition 
was given all to himself. 
Ile did not 
not see anything 
wrong 
with 
the 
film, and the defendant then alleged 
that the performance for the magis­ 
trate was a fake and that he did not 
see the same film. 
This suggestion 
was scouted out of court and the de­ 
fendant was fined and has served no 


tiee of appeal. 
It is, however, the 
revues 
which 
have provoked most agitation. 
They 
run at several theaters, including the 
principal ones and have almost ban- 
shed the legitim ate drama from the 
Dublin stage. 
The costumes are of- 
en very scanty and the songs and 
business sometimes beyond the bor­ 
id* line of the docent. 
Lately in the 
newspapers vigorous

nude by individuals.

the public on which it was tried stood

week. 
This has now been remedied 
md the trial trip takes place in cam­ 
ara before a management committee 
who w ill be responsible 
for 
seeing 
hat even a first 
night audience is 


iroperly protected. 
Archbishop W alsh in declaring his 
satisfaction at this improved arrange­ 
ment called attention publicly to wha* 
is even a greater 
scandal, 
because 
more widespread, and that is the pos­ 
ters on the walls advertising these re 
vucs.

After having his wound 
dressed he

and continued to direct the work un­ 
til midnight, although the nature of 
his wound compelled him to lit flat 
on his back all the time. 
Lieutenant 
Wood, Gordon 
High 
landers, took 275 prisoners 
in Loos, 
marched them back under heavy fire 
with a small 
escort, 
and returned 
with much 
needed 
ammunition 
for 
the men on the firing line. Being bv 
this time the only officer left in his 
company, he rallied it on the slope 
of Hill 70 and held his new position 
with great bravery and resource. 
Captain Kearsley, Welsh Fusiliers, 
although severely wounded 
early in 
the fighting, continued at the front of 
his men and maintained his position 
until he had been hit seven times.

other. Men cling to their entrenching 
tools when they have had to discard 
nearly every other article of equip­ 
ment. A man without an entrenching 
tool feels that he is of rather less 
value as a soldier than if he had no 
uniform. 
W ithout this little pick and 
spade he must lie out in the open aft­ 
er an advance has been made instead 
of scraping 
for 
himself 
a 
little 
mound for cover. 
When there is any movement in the 
lines most of the entrenching work is 
done with these little tools. 
It is only 
when a position has been solidly won 
and is to be occupied more or less 
permanently 
that 
large 
picks 
are 
brought up and put into use. 
The infantryman needs no urging 
to dig. 
It becomes 
the

ip 
stinct to realize that his life depends 
on providing
